TROPICAL PRODUCE 


MARKET. 


(FROM OU I LIVERPOOL COMMERCIAL 
ORR ESPON DENT. 
Business in ‘the tropical produce market has 
been quite active in all sections during the 
past week, with the tone strong and prices 
showing substantial advances in thé principal 
commodities. In the palm oil market the 
Continent and America have come in as 
buyers, but, although there is plenty of oil in 
sight for Europe, very little has found its way 
into the market, and that little has been 
eagerly absorbed. Not only is there @ scarcity 
of oil on the spot, but even in distant positions 
there is little 'xacima: Prices generally are 
7s. 6d. to 10s. higher on the week, with busi- 
ness in Benin pon and shipment, soft oils 
July, and Lagos to arrive all at £39 10s., and 
hard oils for shipment at £40 per ton. The 
week's sales are estimated at 2,750 tons. 
Palm kernels have met with quite a large 
sale during the last few days. Importers and 
crúshers have dealt freely at every advance 
in pfice up to £21 7s. 6d. Jone-August and 
later shipments, and £21 10s. May-July, 
though buyers’ ideas towards the close were 
rather below these prices. 
The copra matket has shown more activity 
duting the week than for several weeks past, 
largely owing to the advance in the values of 
American produce. Consumers have been 
to come mto the market, and, with 
shippers in the East showing some reserve and 
supplies in sight none too plentiful, prices 
have advanced fully 3s. per ton. Kiln-dried, 
South Sea to Mafseilles, has advanced 20s. 
since last week, with buyets June-July ship- 
merit at £26 15s. F.M. Straits July-August 
shipment fetches 5s. to 7s. 6d. more. 
In the market for grourid nuts consumers 
have shown more activity, but sellets are 
inclined to hold for higher values, and this 
has naturally restricted trading. Nigerian 
decorticated, afloat to Northern Continental 
ports, are being sold at £24 5s., while there 
are sellers of Rofisque to Marseillers at £19 
7s. 6d. Nut oils remain steady, and in some 
cases higher prices have been paid. There 
has been a slightly better inquiry for refined 
oils, although values show little change.

GUN LICENCES AND GAME LAWS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—l would like to know if anyone in 
the Free State could give me information on 
the following :— 

(1) May one use a gun if holdin 
Ss. Civic Guard firearm licence, whic 


only a

to be “- & permit to possess a gun in the 
house and permit to get a 10s. licence? 

(2) May an employé of said owner of lands 
use a gun on those lands if holding only a 
5s. Civic Guard licence, with permission of 
his employer? 

(5) May the owner of such lands and his 
employé, each holding only a 5s. Civic Guard 
licence, shoot on such lands and kill duck, 
geese, plover, curlew, pigeons and rabbits in 
season! 

(4) May the holder of a 10s. gun licence, 
who also has a 5s. Civic Guard licence, shoot 
any of the above-mentioned in season in any 
area of the Free State, provided, of course, 
that he has permission from owners of lands? 

(5) Since when were duck and rabbits 
declared game’ Are not duck protected only 
under the Close Season Act, pigeon under the 
Wild Birds Preservation ct, as regards 
taking of eggs. etc., and rabbits unprotected 
at all times and admittedly ‘‘ vermin '”! 

As the holder of a 5s. and a 10s. licence, 
the latter expiring yesterday, the Sist July, 
I applied for another 10s. licence in order to 
shoot even one duck on the ist August if 
such could be found. The Post Office could 
not issue same or accept tender until 9 a.m. 
on August Ist. How, then, could I shoot the 
one and only duck if I did find it between 
6 a.m. and 9 a.m. on August Ist, which | 
should be permitted to dof he civil 
authorities are not attempting to uphold the 
laws or take any action, even when actual 
names of offenders are tendered to them, such 
offence being the shooting of young and old 
duck on dates between June d and July 
27th. Some parties had Ss. licences; most 
had no licence at all. 

It is high time that an intensive campaign 
and drastic action were taken against these 
despoilers of sport. The writer applied to the 
Civic Guards and to the Post Office for a 
copy of, or even information as to, the Game

Mr. W. J. Neilan, State Solicitor, Roscom- 
mon, © prosecuted, was about to call evi- 
dence when Mr. Thomas W. Delany, solicitor 
Longford, who «ppeared for accused, said 
that, if his information was correct, the case 
was one which had been investi by court- 
martial at Scramogue, when a fourth man was 
implicated. A second court-martial was held, 
and the was reduced to one of man- 
slaughter. e same decision was arrived at 
as in the first court-martial. The first court- 
martial was held prior to the truce, and the 
next one after it. Two of the men were dis- 
charged, and Regan and another man, who 
was not now before the court, were differently 
dealt with. Regan had been out of the country 
since then. He was trying 5) get to America, 
and, on his arrest as a waway, this charge 
was revived. He held that the Indemnity Bill 
before the Dai: should apply to the prisoners. 
Mr. Flattery said that the Indemnity Act 
was not law yet.

was informed that the persons ontside were 
members of the Irish Republican Army. She 
called her brother, four masked men 
entered. She identified the prisoners, and, in 
addition, said that there was another man 
there whom she knew. ‘They told her brother 
that he was wanted outside, and he replied: 
“ What did I do or ever say that you want 
me outside.”’ They ir isted, but her father 
would not let him go, and said: '' Shoot me, 
and leave my son.. The men went outside 
and had a consultation, and her parents 
ordered her brother up to a room. Peter 
Regan, on returnine asked her brother to 
come up out of the room, and one of the men 
outside said: ‘‘ Have him out, dead or alive.”’ 
The witness added that Geraghty covered her 
with a gun, Frank Reilly covered her mother 
with a revolver, and her father held the room 
door with his left hand and kept Regan from 
forcing his way to the room. Regan then 
fired a shot under her father’s right arm 
through the door, and before doing so re- 
marked: “ When you won't come up, you can 
take this.’’ The door was partly opened by 
the shot, and when she rushed to the room 
her brother was lying unconscious on the floor, 
bleeding from a wound in his side. 

To Mr. Delamy—She said that she gave 
evidence at the courtmartial, She named the 
officers who tried the case, and said that 
they were members of the Irish Republican 
Army, as they wore the uniform. The court- 
martial was held on 22nd December, 1921. 
Peter Regan was deported by order of the 
courtmartial for 15 years out of the country, and 
another man for 10 years ; Geraghty and Reilly 
were let out, to be called on if they mis- 
conducted themselves. 

After the shooting of her brother an officer 
of the Army came and inspected their house, 
and four men were subsequently arrested. 
Regan and another man disappeared from the 
country after that trial. 

Patrick McGowan, father of deceased man 
corroborated his daughter's evidence. Regan 
stooped under his right arm and fired, and 
“Tom caught in in the right side.’’ 

Mrs. Catherine McGowan, mother of the 
deceased man, said that when the men asked 
her son out she said: “ Yes; but if he . 
I will go with him.” Reilly covered her 
with a revolver. 

John McGowan, Lack, said that he was a 
member of the Irish Republican Army at the 
time. He was in a house the night of the 
shooting, when another man came in and 
had tea. Then they made masks out of 
old sacks. Regan brought a single-barrel 
breech-loading gun with him and loaded it, 
and put on the mask. The witness went 
down the road with them, but they did not 
tell him where they were going. e three 
accused and another man were arrested at a 
company parade. 

Answering Mr. Delany. the witness said 
that the accused were also members of the 
Irish Republican Army. There was an 
ambush at Tarmonbarry on the previous night 
and the roads were blocked. He was aware 
that the Vice-Commandant had the accused 
arrested after the occurrence. He was pre- 
sent at a courtmartial in July, at Scramogue. 
but there was no sentence, as the “ Black and 
Tans ” were about. A solicitor defended the 
accused at the second trial. 

Answering Mr. Flattery, the witness said 
that masks were only used when commandeer- 
ing outside labour. The witness never took 
part in road operations and only acted as a 
scout. 

Mr. Neilan asked 
returned for trial. 

Mr. Delany pleaded that the men should be 
allowed out on bail. 

The charge having being read »ve-, Reilly 
and Geraghty said that they had already been 
discharged.

THREE TOWNSHIPS. 
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AMALGAMATION BILL, 


In a letter explaining the purpose oí the 
Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock, and cr i 
Borough Bill, which has received a first read- 
ing in the Dail, Mr. T. H. Downey, a mem- 
ber of the Blackrock Urban Council, says 
that it was promoted by the townships when 
it was suggested that they should be absorbed 
by Dublin. 

“Tt aims at ome common administration, 
under a corporation of 24 members and with 
one body of officials. The present number of 
councillors is 57, and the smaller number pro- 
posed is a concession to the trend of opinion 
which favours reduction, coupled with the 
expectation of greater efficiency. The repre- 
sentation is fairly arranged by allotting eleven 
members to Dun Laoghaire, nine for Black- 
rock, and four for Dalkey. These figures 
approximate to the relative areas of each 
district,

MR THOMAS JOHNSON'S 
CRITICISM. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson asks us to publish the 
following statement which he addressed to the 
Chairman of the Press Gallery of the 
Oireachtas on the 2nd inst.—- ~~ 

“I have noted in this mornings paper 
copy of resolution passed by your body 
yesterday, protesting against alleged insults 
offered to your members by me in a speech 
inade in the Dail on the 25th July. I regret 
that your members should have so misunder- 
stood the pur of my speech as to construe 
it as an insult to the members of the Press 
Gallery, from whom 1 have always had the 
most friendly consideration. | 

“I think, if you will read my speech again, 
without prejudice, you will see that the charge 
of insult is unfounded. My speech primarily 
was a criticism of the members of the Dail, 
including my own Party, and my references to 
the Press were only secondary. I said ‘! 
complain of the fact that the Dail 
has not commanded the respect of the country 
that it ought to have commanded. I say that 
the prás io have contributed largely to 
that general fact. Apparently the Dail as 
a whole has not impressed the newspapers 
with the necessity of appointing people who 
will give an intelligent summ of the work 
that is done in the Dail. We have a Dail 
that is careless of its duties, and we have a 
Press, as between the Dail and the country, 
that is so contemptuous and careless of the 
work of the Dail that it inaccurately and

“The first part of that reference should, I 
would have thought, have received the support 
of the journalistic profession. It was in- 
tended to point out that the Irish newspaper 
proprietors had not seen fit to appoint special 
i iamentary correspondents to follow the 
aily work of the Oireachtas, and give 
a general running criticism of that work, such 
as ie done for the London newspapers. . My 
belief is that if the Dail had risen to its 
opportunities, the newspapers would have 
found it to their interests to have appointed 
such special correspondents. 

“The second part of my reference is not 
a reflection upon the reporting staff. It is a 
criticism of the reports that are printed—not 
the reports which were sent into the office by 
the reporters—your members will recognise 
that this is a very different matter. The 
fact is, that when I was speaking, I had in 
mind frequent conversations with newspaper

COMPLIMENTED. 
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HEAVY PUNISHMENT FOR 


ARMED ROBBERS. 


At the adjournment of the Central Criminal! 
Court in Dublin on Saturday, Mr. Justice 
O'Shaughnessy paid a tribute to the loyal! 
responses made by the jurors of the capital in 
the long and onerous duties that they had 
been called upon to perform. 

The response, his lordship said, had been 
unique in the history of that cou:thouse, and 
had been marked by a conspicuous courage 
which adumbrated a new life to the adminis- 
tration of justice, and could not fail to inspire 
the confidence and command the respect of the 
entire country. The cases dealt with (188 in 
number) were from every part of the Free 
State. The security of life, of person and o! 
property were alike regarded and ar sair 
the innocent protected, and the guilty de- 
livered over to justice. They had vindicated 
liberty in its true sense, and taught those who 
assailed life, person or property that they 
were both able and willing to guard and main- 
tain the elemental right to their freedom from 
ageression, on which civilisation was founded 
and depended. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting counsel, 
associated himself with the judges tribute, 
and said that he unhesitatingly withdrew any 
criticisms that he made on the police arrange 
ments at the opening of the court. Every case 
was brought along in a regular way, and there 
was no hitch. 

His Lordship also praised the manner in 
which the police, both the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police and the Civic Guard, had carried out 
their duties. He particularily commended 
Superintendent McKenna, of Bailieborough, 
Co. Cavan, whose evidence was marked by 
preciseness and strict impartiality. 

RULING THE BOOKS.

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SHIP’S FIREMAN DROWNED, 


An inquest was held last Saturday in Jervis 
street hospital into the death ol a fireman, 
Rovert U'urien, of 67 King’s Hill, Arkiow, 
who was druwned at Custom House Docks 
on Thursday night. 

Gavin Kobinsen, mate, of the steainer 
Fenton, said that at 10.45 p.m. on Thursday 
last he was on the Íorecastle of the steamer 
engaged in moving the ship into the dock 
He told the captain that a hreman was going 
to move a certain rope, as there were no 
dock men there. Witness slackened the rope, 
and the deceased man, who Was on the quay 
for the purpose of moving it, overbalanced 
and fell into the water. 

William Crosbie, who was in charge of the 
berthing of ships in the dock, said that the 
captain and mate were acting wrongly in 
moving the ship without orders. The men 
who should have taken the rope were putting 
back the gates. 

The jury found that death was due to 
drowning, and added that the captain and 
mate were at fault in moving the ship with- 
out orders from the dock authorities.

No official information was forthcoming 
in Dublin yesterday as to the result of 
President Cosgrave's hurried visit to 
London. I learn,  owever, that the con- 
versations of the week-end will be the 
subject of a ‘ull statement by the Presi- 
dent to the Dail when the Chamber re- 
assembles on to-morrow week. 

In the in.-rval the British Government's 
plans will be outlined in the House of 
Commo There is no doubt that it is 
the intention of the British Cabinet to 
introduce this week legislation that will 
enable it to deal with the situation created 
by the Northern Government's refusal to 
appoint its Commissioner. 

Next week's sitting of the Dail will be 
awaited with considerable interest on this 
side. It was arranged on Friday last that 
the House should re-assemble next Tues- 
day week simply and solely for the 
purpose of considering developments, if 
any, of the boundary tangle. 

Even had no such arrangement been 
made, there is reason to assume that the 
Government itself would have summoned 
deputies together, as it is not unlikely, I 
understanl, that the introduction of 
boundary legislation in the British Par- 
liament will call for certain legislative 
action by the Oireachtas. The question 
has already been raised as to whether the 
passage of such legislation through West- 
minster would not, in effect, be to amend 
tie Treaty. The contention in Dublin is 
that to achieve its purpose—that is, the 
amending of the Treaty—the Bill pro- 
posed by the British Government would 
need to be formally ratified or assented 
to by the Dail. 

The general view is that next week's 
sitting may extend over two or three days. 
The President and the Attorney-General 
returned yesterday morning, and I am 
i .ormed that the President will make no 
statement for publication regarding his 
visit before the Dai] meets. 


LABOUR’S PLEDGE. 


BRITISH SOLICITOR. 
GENERAL’S STATEMENT. 


Sir Henry Slesser, the Solicitor-General, 

speaking in Leeds yesterday, said that the 
latest billow which threatened the ships of 
the Goverament had the name 
written on it. The Coalition Government 
fixed up a Treaty with the Irish, under which 
it was agreed, on Ulster coming out of the 
Irish State, that a Boundary Commission 
should be set up to fix the boundaries between 
Ulster and Catholic Ireland. But Ulster 
had declined to appoint their Boundary Com- 
missioners. 
The Privy Council advised that unless this 
Commission was appointed the Commission it- 
self could not sit. It was open to the Govern- 
ment to behave either as reasonable men or 
as politicians. If they chose to ignore the 
possibility of bloodshed the position would be 
simple. They would automatically tie the 
Liberals to their tail and they would have 
the support of half the Conservative Party. 
but that was an attitude which did not appeal 
to them. 

Every vote in the country was not worth 
the blood of a single man, woman or child, 
and the Labour Party was not going to make 
political capital out of this situation. 

The Labour Party: was definitely pledged 
to the honouring of the Treaty with Ireland. 
and they would, therefore, introduce a bill 
giving force to the Boundary Commission, 
whether Ulster appointed a Commissioner or 
not. But they would not do this until they 
had exhausted every avenue of reaching an 
amicable settlement.

ULSTER ASSOCIATION’S 
REPLY TO MR. THOMAS. 


The Ulster Association, in a statement 
issued last Saturday, says that the discus- 
sions in Parliament and the Press on the 
subject of che projected Boundary legislation 
have revealed a disposition to place all the 
onus on Ulster for the position which has 
arisen. Nothing could be more unfair. Ulster 
had no part whatever in the drafting of the 
Treaty. It was done behind her back, with- 
out her representatives having been consulted, 
and was prestnted to the Ulster leaders as a 
fait accompli 

The fact that Clause 12 was drafted in such 
a clumsy way, but nevertheless in such a 
manner as to embarrass Ulster, cannot be 
blamed on Ulster, and now that the faulti- 
ness of it has been disclosed by. the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, the blame 
for such clumsiness must’ rest on the 
shoulders of its authors and nowhere else. 

Had the negotiators of the Treaty acted 
with less haste and with that caution which 
the drafting of a Treaty demands they would 
have seen that Clause 12 was useless. In 
fact, Mr. Lloyd George must have known that 
it was useless, for he himself had previously 
written that the existing powers and privi- 
leges of the Parliament and Government of 
Northern Ireland could not be abrogated ex- 
cept by their own consent, and that, failing 
the settlement of the Boundary question by 
mutual agreement, then the Boundary was to 
stand as defined by the Government of Ire- 
land Act, 1920. : 

Refusing, apparently, to recognise the 
overtures which Ulster has already made 
ow several occasions for a rectification of the 
Boundary line by mutual consent between 
the representatives of Northern Ireland and 
the Free State, free from interference of sn 
outside Commission, Mr. Lloyd George, de- 
spite the written opinion above quoted, is 
prepared to go back upon his word and to 
support the amending bill, which is. tanta- 
mount to the coercion of Ulster. He must 
have forgotten his earlier opinions when, in 
the House of Commons on Friday, he talked 
about ‘‘ shuffling out of a bargain,” and of 
an “ honourable agreement.” 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
in the House of Commons on Friday, said 
the honour of the country was involved in 
seeing that the obligation with regard to the 
Treaty was fulfilled in the spirit and letter. 
Does he forget tht there is also a solemn 
obligation so far as Ulster is concerned’ The 
Act of 1920, ratified by Parliament, and ac- 
cepted by the le of Ulster as a final 
settlement, clearly defined the territory over 
which the Government of Northern Ireland 
was to have jurisdiction. That Act was ac- 
cepted by the ple of Northern Ireland as 
their Charter. It is much more of an honour- 
able obligation on the people of Great Britain 
to see that that Charter is maintained in- 
violate than for them to allow Parliament to 
coerce Ulster because of a badly drawn up 
clause of the Treaty. | 

There are graver issues than the mere 
interpretation of a clause at stake. Because 
Ulster is an integral and nay mor part of 
the United Kingdom, the undaries of 
Northern Ireland are not merely the dividing 
line between North and South: they are the 
boundaries within Ireland of Great Britain 
herself, just as. they are the dividing line 
between those who honour the British Con- 
stitution and the flag and those who do not. 
It is because Ulster intends to maintain her 
connection with Great Britain and to have 
nothing to do with Sinn Fein and Irish Re- 

ublicanism that she looks to the people of 

reat Britain to ivsist on Britain's solemn 
obligation to Ulster being observed in the 
letter and in the spirit.

MEN RETURN TO

SMALL REDUCTIONS IN 
WAGES 
TAKE EFFECT NEXT 
YEAR. 


—-—-&—— 


The strike of municipal workers in 
Dublin City, Blackrock, Pembroke and 
Rathmines ended at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Within three hours the 
electricity supply was almost completely 
restored ; in the evening the cinema halls 
re-opened, and by nightfall a serious 
effort to resume the services which ars 
vital to the public health of the city had 
begun. Before another day has passed 
normal conditions will have returned. 

On Saturday the strikers’ delegates and 
representatives of the civic authorities 
were brought together in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, by Mr. M. J. Moran, formerly 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Dublin Corporation. After a three 
hours’ conference the parties signed a 
tentative agreement, providing that the 
workers’ wages should remain unchanged 
until January next, when a reduction of 
one shilling a week should become opera- 
tive, followed by a further “cut” of a 
shilling a week in March. 

The agreement further provided that 
the period of the strike (eight days) 
should be regarded as leave without pay 
so that the workers might not forfeit their 
rights to a pension on retirement from 
the service. 


Yesterday the strikers met in the Mansion 
House, and to a man voted for acceptance of 
the terms of settlement. 

The strikers return to work completely 
satisfied. Previously representatives of the 
municipal authorities had suggested a reduc- 
tion in wages of six shillings a week, in three 
“cuts ” of two shillings, the first to be put 
into effect in September next, the second in 
January, and the third in March. Under the 
agreement the men will have lost only 10s. 
in pay by March next, before which time, 
they had contended, no reduction in wages 
should take place. 


THE AGREEMENT. 


The agreement between the parties is as 

follows :— 

Corporation wage of 42/- per week (or less) to 
he reduced by one chilling per week as from 
1st January, 1925, and by a further shilling 
per week as from ist March, 19256 

Amount paid for horse hire to be reduced from 
the present figure of £1 per day to 19/- per 
day as from ist January, 1925. and 18/- per 
day as from the 1st March, 1925. j 

Nicht watchmen’s pay to be reduced by sixpence 
per night from ist January, 1925. 

Special leave, without pay, to be guaranteed to 
all employés in respect of the period from 2 
p.m. on Saturday, 26th July, 1924, to date of 
being instructed by their trade unions to 
resume work. 


The agreement is signed by Mr. M. J. 
Moran and Mr. John J. Murphy (Town 
Clerk), Chairman and Secretary respectively 
to Saturday's joint conference; by Messrs. 
Seamus Murphy and P. J. Hernon, for the 
Dublin Commissioners; Mr. William Ireland, 
for Rathmines Urban Council; Mr. J. P. 
McCabe, for Blackrock Urban Council: and 
Mr. Batt O'Connor, T.D.. for Pembroke 
Urban Council; and by Mr. Robert Tynan, 
President, and Mr. Thomas Lawlor, Secre- 
tary, for the Municipal Employés’ Union; 
and Messrs. John Dempsey and Harry 
Fitzsimons for the Workers’ Union of Ireland. 

It will be observed that no mention has 
been made in the agreement of the workers’ 
war bonus, which brings the standard wage 
up to 64s. per week. 

The horse hirers referred to in the . gree- 
ment have been on strike for some time be- 
cause of a threat to reduce their wages by 
37s. 6d. a week forthwith. Now they shall 
return to work at the old rate of pay, and 
shall suffer. no reduction in wages until 
January next. Eventually their wages will 
be reduced by 12s. or 14s. a week only. 

Union officials, after the meeting of the 
strikers yesterday. expressed themselves as 
highly delighted with the result of the 
negotiations with the municipal authorities. 
They were glad that the dispute had been 
settled, as, they said, they “ feared that the 
strike might have had colossal effects.” 
They paid a tribute to the efforts of Mr. 
William McCabe and Mr. M. J. Moran, who 
had intervened as private citizens, and had 
b-:n instrumental in bringing about a settle- 
ment of the strike, the former having 
brought the parties together for the first 
time, and the latter having called Saturday's 
(the final) conferenece. 


BACK TO WORK, 


Mr. Robert Tynan, President of the 
Municipal Employés’ Union, told an /rish 
Times representative that the strikers had 
accepted the terms of settlement on the re- 
commendation of the Union officials. whe 
had attended Saturday's conference. After 
the vote, which was taken a few minutes 
after the meeting assembled, arrangements 
for resuming the publi- services were dis- 
cussed fully, the men declaring that they 
were anxious to return to work immediately. 
It was agreed that al essential services 
should be resumed forthwith, and the Pigeon 
House stokers and labourers were instructed 
to return to the electric power station with- 
out a moment's delay. 

Mr. Tynan added that the agreement be- 
tween the unions and the municipal authori. 
ties provided that there should be “no 
victimisation. ”’ 

With the Pigeon House employés a number 
of the strikers left the Mansion House before 
the meeting ended, with the order to put 
right any breakages of the water pipes, ind 
also to remove any obstructions choking the 
sewerage. Some of these men went at once 
to the Coombe, where, towards the end f the 
week, a main had burst, causing some damage 
to low-lying shops in the district. 

Scavengers appeared in the streets last 
night and began the work of cleansing, which 
had been suspended for over a week. All the 
principal streets and nearly all the districts 
were illuminated once again, every man in 
the lighting service, including the lamp- 
lighters, having returned to duty. To-day 
the full supply of electricity will be available, 
and industry again will be in full swing. 


MARKETS RE-OPEN TO-DAY. 


The main drainage employés have resumed 
work, so that the Liffey will be polluted with 
sewage no longer, and the greatest menace 
to the health of citizens and visitors will be 
removed. A week's refuse will be swept from 
the approaches to the public markets, which 
will re-opened this mening. The City 
Abattoir and the Cattle arket will be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, and every- 
thing possible will be done to bring about an 
immediate return to normal conditions. 

Workers engaged in services of less urgency, 
such as paving, will re-start to-morrow, 

The public ME: and the many visitors 
who are in the city íor the Tailteann Games 
and the Horse Show showed profound relief 
when news of the settlement of the strike 
spread yesterday evening. In one way or 
another all had been put to great incon- 
venience by the strike. The electricity supply 
for public lighting had been cut off entirely 
on. gaturday, so that the whole city was in 
darkness by 9.30 o'clock, The streets were 
virtually deserted at a comparatively early 
hour, and persons living in the suburbs found 
their way www with difficulty, 

Added to the “ no lights "’ annoyance there 
was a curtailment of amusements. All the 
theatres were opened, but most of the cinema 
halls remained closed, with the result that a 
great many pleasure-seekers could not be ac- 

! . Several). of the cinema halls 
which ‘carried on ” used petrol in place of 
electricity. 


AT THE PORT. 


The effects of the strike became most 
marked during the week-end. At the port a 
number of cianes were put out of use as a 
result of the electricity , and several 
ships which arrived on Friday morning 
remain undischarged. At Alexandra Basin

It is of dramatic significance that with the 
tenth anniversary of the declaration of war 
comes the news of agreement between the 
Allies and the despatch of an invitation to 
the Germans to come to London to discuss the 
historic Dawes plan of reparations payments. 

Far into Friday morning and far into Satur- 
day morning the tireless members of the 
third Committee sat together straining to 
reach agreement. Sir Robert Kindersley, the 
Chairman, accomplished a miracle of per- 
severance. His patience and tact were in- 
exhaustible, his mind fertile with com- 
promises. At 2 oclovk yesterday morning 
agreement had been reached on alj but one 
point. On this there was deadlock. The 
tired brains gave it up. They decided to 
refer it to the main Conference, which was 
meeting later in the morning. At this full 
session Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, freshened 
after a night at Chequers, presided, deter- 
mined that the generous emotion of M. 
Herriot should meet with an equal 
magnanimity. 

The British Premier did the big thing. He 
decided to accept the French proposals, which 
the Committee had been unable to recom. 
mend. These two clauses, over which so hard 
a fight was waged, are extremely complicated, 
but, roughly stated, they laid it down that 
arbitration should take place if the transfer 
Committee found itself equally divided on the 
question of German financial mancuvres. II 
was this point that the British conceded, and 
the full Conference decided to incorporate the 
French suggestions in its report. 

Then all the members of the Conference, 
except the Council of Seven—the British, 
French and Belgian Premiers, Mr. Kellogg, 
M. Hymans, Signor Stefani and Baron 
Hayashi—left the room, the chiefs remaining 
to draft the letter of invitation to Germany. 

The great point to remember about this 
document is that it defeats the attempts to 
Tepeat the spectacle of Versailles, when the 
Germans were brought to sign a document 
rather than to negotiate a treaty. This time 
they will be treated as equals. They will be 
invited to discuss the plan for putting the 
Dawes Report into operation. Discussion— 
that is the keyword. No ultimatum will be 
thrust before them. 

The hope for the future comity of Europe 
resides in the Germans’ having the courage 
and imagination to rise to the — of th 
opportunity. If Herr Marx and Dr, Strese- 
mann can emulate the generosity of spirit of 
M. Herriot and Mr. Macdonald, all will be 
well. 

There was an electrical moment when the 
Conference ended yesterday. Mr. Macdonald 
grasped M. Herriot’s hand, and asked :'What 
can divide us now” The French Premier, 
utterly jaded with laborious nights and days 
of argument and working on formulas, was 
moved beyond words. '' The best thing since 
Versailles,” exclaimed Colonel Logan, the 
cheery American observer, who has done so 
much to reconcile the jarring elements 
much to reconcile the jarring elmnts. 

The German invitation was sent to the 
Ambassador in London not long after noon, 
and then telegraphed to Berlin. It ex- 
pressed the hope that the German delegates 
would be here as soon as possible. It seems 
unlikely, however, that they can arrive in 
London before Tuesday. A notable prelude 
to their visit was that they dined in Berlin 
with Mr. Hughes. the American Secretary 
of State. the chief Minister 
Coolidge’s Cabinet.

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PETROL ENGINE ACCIDENT. 


One man lost his life, and two others col 
lapsed, but recovered in hospital, on Saturday 
night, as the result of the escape «f fumes 
from a petrol engines in the basement oí the 
Sackville Picture House, Dublin.

REVIVED.

THE MARCH PAST IN 
CROKE PARK.

The opening ceremonial of Aonach 
Taiiteann (that long-prepared event, at 
last begun) was conducted last Saturday 
alternoon in the best and brightest sun- 
shine Dublin has enjoyed in the past few 
weeks. 

Croke Par’, a large stadium in the 
Clonliffe district on the North side of 
Dublin, which is “he venue at ordinary 
times for the big hurling and Gaelic foot- 
bali matches, was the place appointed for 
the ceremonial opening of the Aonach. 
Its extensive oval pla;:ng field, margined 
by a wide track, was an entirely suitable 
ground for the procession and deployment 
of the great assembly of competitors 
entered for the Games. 

New stands have been erected to 
supplement the former accommodation for 
spectators, and, with rows of chairs placed 
round the track, there was more than 
sufficient seating for competitors (when 
teir »art in the ceremony was over), for 
the large choir, for all the boys of Artane 
Industrial School, and for the majority 
of the spectators, «minent and otherwise, 
who came from Dublin itself, from the 
Irish province:, and from America, Great 
Britain and other countries. 


“MUCH MORE THAN POLITICS.” 


The occasion for the gathering is by now 
more or less understood by all the people now 
in Dublin and the friends of Ireland else- 
where, whose eyes are on Dublin at this 
time. The originator, Mr. J. J. Walsh, who 
is at present Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs in the Irish Free State Government, 
has written thus of the purpose with which 
the Tailteann Games festival was organised :— 

“For many centuries when our nation 
enjoyed complete freedom, Aonach 
Tailteann occupied a foremost place in 
Irish social life—a brilliant constructive 
national event, displaying all the athletic, 
musical, and dramatic talent of the Irish 
race. serving to bind together the different 
clans, educating them in racial pride, 
harmonising their national outlook, in- 
spiring them with a love of the Home- 
land. For many centuries, too, the 
ancient Fair of Tailte lapsed, but during 
those centuries the hone of reviving the 
great Aonach never died in the Irish 
people. At last the dream of the aces 
has been realised, and the Capital of Ire- 
land welcomes the thousands of children 
of the ancient Irish race to her hosom.”’ 

The purpose is described by President 
Cosgrave in other words, as “‘ to remind the 
Irish people as Thomas Davis sought to re- 
wind them, that there is more, much more. 
in the life of a nation than politics and 
economics.” 

ANCIENT RECORDS. 

Records which have been preserved indicate 
that the Fair of Tailte was held regularly 
during a great part of the ninth century, 
when it was regarded as an institution of im- 
memorial antiquity. After that time its suc- 
cession was broken and lapsed; but the festi- 
val was revived spasmodically at various 
times up to the Norman invasion. 

No description of what took place is pre- 
served, but the tradition is that, whatever 
tribal and local assemblies may have been 
held, the Tailteann assembly—which was held 
in Meath, under the shadow, as it were, of 
Tara—was recognised by all Ireland. 

Persons who lay stress on the Gaelic element 
in the racial origins of the Irish people take 
the old Aonach Tailteann, therefore, as stand- 
mz for a tradition of Gaelic culture, and 
such a tradition as one that should be 
invoked at a time when the Irish people, its 
separateness marked afresh by a new political 
status after centuries of subservience, may be 
said to be renewing its youth. 

There are, of course, large numbers of Irish 
people—people, too, who have borne the name 
of Irishmen with pride and distinction in the 
world at large, and have been makers of 
Ireland's history at hwme—to whom the 
Gaelic tradition has never made any very 
strong appeal. They, however, with their 
share of Irish imagination and idealism, have 
appreciated the purpose of the promoters of 
a revived Aonach Tailteann, and the festival 
now begun enjoys the sympathy, and in 
general is receiving the co-operation, of Irish- 
men of everv class. The Director of the 
Games. Mr. Walsh, had a cordial! hearing 
some time ago even in Belfast. where typical 
members of the Unionist majority were on his 
platform. 


TWO POSTPONEMENTS. 


The idea of such a festival was first discussed 
in. 1921, when the proposal was to hold the 
Games in the following year. The disturbed 
state of the country in 1922 made the event 
impossible; and in 1923 conditions were still 
unfavourable. Finally, the resolve was made 
to postpone the Games till 1924. In the 
meantime the scope of the proposal became 
enlarged as the idea grew familiar and as 
more people were drawn into the arrange- 
ments. 

The event this year, moreover, is helped 
by the fact that the holding of the Wembley 
Exhibition at London has drawn to this 
corner of the globe an exceptional number of 
overseas visitors, a large number of whom. 
attracted by the world-wide fame of the 
Dublin Horse Show, would, in any case, have 
liked to come to Dublin at this season. 


THE GALA SPIRIT. 
Without 


to assess 
respective degrees of attraction, 
Horse Show and the Tailteann Games, 
combined with the ordinary holiday move 
ments and the extraordinary overseas 
movements, the fact is that Dublin at present 
has an exceptional number of visitors and an 
air of cosmopolitan activity not known here 
for many years past. To the Tailteann 
organisers alone, confident as they have been 
of the wide and unique appeal of the festival, 
is due to the gala spirit in which the capital! 
has bespread its welcome to the visitors, and 
risen itself in celebration of the festival, 

The gaiety of decoration, and the eagerness 
of activity, observed in the city this past few 
days, have been such as even to overcome the 
depression and the defects due to the strike 
of Dublin municipal workers. 

The scope of the festival, it was remarked 
above, became enlarged as the period of 
organisation was extended. The remark is 
applicable to the content of the programme 
of competitors, To athletics of a general kind, 
and to games that have been called Gaelic, 
have been added diverse pursuits demanding 
skill, from handball to verse-writing, from 
billiards to musical compositions, from archery 
to singing, from tennis and golf to play- 
writing, and from yachting to chess. 

Non-competitive was" Td been included 
to represent various expressions of Irish cul- 
ture. An art exhibition has been organised, 
Musical, dramatic, and dancing performances 
occupy a large place in the programme.

ONE MACHINE ARRIVES 
IN ICELAND.

ON BOARD THE U.S. SHIP, RICHMOND, 
KIRKWALL, Sunday. 

Lieutenant Nelson yesterday flew from the 
Orkneys to Iceland through dense fog banks, 
which forced his two companions to return to 
the starting point at Houton Bay. When 
Mr. Nelson sighted the American destroyer 
Billingsley he believed that Lieutenant Smith 
and Lieutenant Wade in the other two aero- 
planes were ahead of him. Fiving low over 
the destroyer, his observer, Mr. Harding, 
dropped a bottle alongside the vessel contain- 
ing a message asking that the destroyer should 
blow two blasts on its siren if Messrs. Smith 
and Wade had already passed and one blast 
if they had not. The Billingsley answered 
the signal with one blast. Mr. Nelson de- 
cided to carry on to Iceland, three hundred 
miles away. The weather was kind, and the 
airman found clear atmosphere with twenty 
miles visibility. The officers and crew of the 
Richmond cheered when the news came that 
Nelson and Harding had passed the American 
ship Raleigh, twenty-five miles from Hornaf. 
jord.

REYKJAVIK, IVELAND, Saturday. 

Lieutenant Nelson landed at Hornafjord at 
5.50 this afternoon. Several hundred people 
gathered on the shore to greet him. Both 
the aviators and the machine are in good 
condition. 

‘The news was received at Hornafjord this 
morning by wireless that all three aeroplanes 
had set out from Kirkwall, and that two 
later turned back on account of the heavy 
fog. Anxious hours passed while the de- 
stroyer awaited news of the third aeroplane, 
and there was immense relief when a tiny 
speck was sighted in the south-east steadily 
torging towards the Iceland coast.

TO BE RE-OPENED BY THE 
L.M.S.R. 


Tt will be good news to the public of Ulster. 
who greatly deplored the closing down of the 
Ballycastle Railway some months ago, to 
know that it will be re-opened for traffic on 
Monday, August 11th. 

The London. Midland and Scottish 
(Northern Counties Committee) has concluded 
arrangements with the Ballycastle Railway 
Company to acquire that rai'way, subiect to 
the sanction of Parliament. The railway will 
be re-onened next Monday. 

A bill will be introduced in Parliament for 
the. purpose of giving legal effect to the 
agreement. This will occupy some considerable 
time, and in the meantime— say, for one 
year— the line will be run under the manace- 
ment of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway (Northern Counties Committee); and 
thereafter, subject to legal approval, it will 
be absorbed by that company. 

Until the railway becomes the absolute pro- 
perty of the London, Midland and Scotush, 
that company cannot embark on any elaborate 
schemes for the develooment of the line, hat 
everything possible will be done tering the 
transition period to ensure reasonable faci!ities 
for the reception of traffic, both goods ard 
passenger. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
is not taking over the engines. carriag~s and 
wagons of the Ballvcastle Railwav, but will 
meintain services with its own narrow gauze 
rolling stock.

A REMARKABLE CAREER.

CONFERENCE IN KILKENNY. 

An enthusiastic welcome was accorded yes- 
terday to the delegates to the annual Inter- 
national Congress of the Irish j;sational 
Foresters, which opens in the Theatre, Ail- 
kenny, to-day. A special excursion train 
from Dublin brought a large number of the 
delegates, and many hundreds of other vis: 
tors. 

The members of the Executive Council, in 
cluding Messrs. Martin Hopkins, Belfast 
(Grand High Chief Ranger), John Maguire, 
High Sub-Chief Ranger Scotland; J. J. 
O' Looney, Treasurer, Dublin ; Joseph Hutchin- 
son, General Secretary; kK. J. McDonald, 
Liverpool; John Doyle, Manchester, and P. 
Ward, Edinburgh, arrived in Kilkenny on 
Saturday evening, and were received by the 
lceal reception committee. who escorted them 
to their hotel. 

On the arrival of the excursion train shortly 
before noon yesterday a grand church parade 
was held, the delegates, most of whom were 
attired in full regalia, marching to St. Mary's 
Cathedral to attend the 12 o'clock Mass. The 
procession was led by the Irish National 
Foresters’ band from Dublin, three or four 
local bands, and the Carrick-on-Suir pipers’ 
band also participated. The Mayor of Kil- 
kenny, Senator Loughrey, wearing his 
chain of office, and the members and 
officials of the Corporation, attended by the 
sword and mace bearers, took part in the 
procession, which attained imposing dimen- 
sions, and was witnessed by thousands oi 
spectators along the route to the Cathedral. 

At 2.30 o'clock the delegates reassembled 
at the Foresters’ Hall in Parliament street, 
and marched to St. James's Park, where, 
after a grand parade of massed bands, a 
hurling match between Kilkenny and Dublin 
was played.

MR. JOHN DEVOY. 


Mr. John- Devoy, who was received with 
cheers, said that he had come from America

soil. He thought that he could not be accused of 
meddling im their politics when he expressed 
the hone that partition may be ended with 
the full consent of the Six Counties, no matter 
what religion or politics they professed. (Ap- 
puause.) He was proud to see the Tricolour 
of the Irish Republic floating in the streets, 
and he could say ‘that the Irish people in 
America wished them every succeés for the 
future development of the old land. (Ap- 
piause. ) 


PRINCE MIRZA KHAN, 


His Highness Prince Mirza Riza Khan. 
Persian Ambassador to the League of Nations, 
in a speech delivered in French. responded to 
the toast on behalf of the foreign diplomats 
present, and expressed their gratitude far the 
gracious reception which was given to them 
on their visit to a country to which, in davs 
of old, other countries used to come for culture 
and instruction. (Applause.) 

Mr. Tierney O'Rourke, United States of 
America, on behalf of the American athletes, 
also responded. He thanked their hosts for 
their worfderful hospitality, and expressed the 
hope that the athletes would live to be there 
again on many more occasions. (Applause.) 


MH. G. K. CHESTERTON. 

Mr. G. K. Chesterton, who also responded, 
was Very cordially received, but, unfor- 
tunately, a great -deal-of-what he said was 
not heard by those furthest away from him. 
He said that he confessed that when he first 
read. the extremely interesting historical 
sketch of. the great Tailteann festival which 
they had provided for him he felt a little 
dubjous of his position there that evening. 
He gathered from it that the ancient Greek 
gymnastics were founded by them. He had 
not. the slightest doubt that that was a fact. 
(Laughter. } Ireland had a very ancient 
civilisation. That was an historical fact, and 
very much truer than the assertion that the 
Continent of. America was founded by the 
pilgrims who landed there from the May- 
flower. His own right to speak in this 
matter. appeared to him -one of considerable 
doubt, as on looking at the list of competi- 
tions to see where he could distinguish him 
self he wondered where he came in. 
(Laughter.) He could not conceive of himself 
taking a high jump, and. unfortunately, it 
was impossible for the most casual observer 
not to realise that. (Laughter.) 

The Minister for Justice had said in a most 
admirable spirit of rationality and mag- 
nanimity that he hoped that they would all 
abandon the idea of Irishmen growing either 
wings or horns. He did not think that he 
had ever fallen into such a delusion as to 
think that Irishmen were angels. He had 
talked to too many. of them for that. 
(Leughter.} He did not even insist that Irish 
men should be saints. He had been troubled 
all his life from his vouth ap with a dis- 
quieted conscience which could not be better 
expressed than by saying that, while he did 
not believe that the Irishman was a saint, he 
could not deny that he had been a marivyr. 
(Applause.) He ventured to assure those who 
had never been troubled with bigotry, mis. 
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e “hoped, said, that if. Mr, 
Bernard Shaw lived for another 300 x 
(laughter)—<and wrote a noble and historical 
play about one of the heroes of his own 
country, there would by that time be at 
least. statues of Emmett, Sarsfield Tone 
in London.

Lord Glenavy proposed the toast of “ Our 
Games.” He said that he was satisfied that 
nothing but good could come from such a 
celebration as that of the Tailteann Games, 
and that there was no atmosphere which 
proved more that “ one touch of nature makes 
the whole world kin” than that Within the 
domain of sport. (Hear, hear.) He wished 
to associate himself with the cordial weleome 
that had been extended to their 
distinguished visitors, and to express 
the appreciation of the honour that these 
visitors had conferred upon them by their 
presence at the birth of the Free Stete, and 
he was certain that, whatever might be the 
length of their stay here, they would return 
to their homes satisfied that, notwithstanding 
many anxious months of pain and peri), the 
Free State had reached a healthy and pro- 
gressive infancy, and wotld soón. under God's 
guidance, attain the full measure of its 
strength and stature as a peaceful and united 
ration in which no man Would be for party, 
Lut all would be for State. (Applause.) 

He wished to associate with the toast the 
names of General Mulcahy—(applause)—and 
the Postmaster-General:”” (Applause.) .. He 
knew that his  fellow-eitizena and ‘fellow: 
countrymen appreciated greatly the courage, 
the dignity, and the  self-effacement with 
which General Mulcahy tecently ‘met a posi: 
tion of danger and peril which confronted 
him and them (Applause.) “Speaking of 
the Postmaster-General, he said that he used 
no words of exaggerétion when he. said that 
to his initative. his confidence, and his un: 
faltering perseverance was the success of that 
celebration due. (Applause.) . He was sure 
thai there was no prouder man there, nor one 
who had more right to be justly. proud: of the 
success of his untiring efforts than Mr. 
Walsh. (Applause.)

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


The Governor-General, who was received 
with applause, said that now that ques 
tions of politics and religion were excluded, 
he would like to say a word on sport, al- 
though he could not even play marbles. 
(Laughter.) All that he could say was this: 
that he never felt a prouder man than he did 
that day. (Applause.) He was clad to see 
so many distinguished men from other lands 
joining with them in the blossoming. out of 
this old-young people, and he was proud that 
this old-young people put in the field teams 
whom they all admired that afternoon. (Hear, 
hear.) He would like to praise the Post- 
master-General, who stuck to this project 
wonderfully in spite of discouragement and in 
spite of threats, with that feeling of buoyancy 
which was so lacking in old fogies like him- 
self. For his part, at any rate, he gave him 
thanks, but at the same time he heartily 
joined with his old enemy, Lord Glenavy— 
(langhter)—in laying a laurel on the brow of 
General Mulcahy—{applause)—and in endors- 
ing the restrained encomiums which had been 
laid at his feet. When he (the Governor- 
(General) heard the comparisons from his old 
friend the Maharajah Jam Sahib of Nawa- 
nagar between his people and theirs—havin 
now taken up Lis residence amongst them in 
the West of Ireland—it was a pleasure to 
hear him speak of the dignity simplicity 
and kindness ‘of their peasantry.  ({Hear, 
hear.) Compliments from 8,000 miles distant 
were very welcome. 

If they were to have an outlook on the 
future, he would prefer to touch on the com- 
mercial side,he would prefer the bull” tone to 
the “bear” tone on the Stock Exchange He 
believed that there were happy times before 
them. (Applause:) was ‘never more 
convinced of that than he was that day. No 
capital in Europe could have given a more 
splendid spectacle, and he joined with Lord 
({lenavy in thanking those at the back of that 
great movement. He joined also in thanking 
lis Highness who, with Hindustan at his 
feet, came to Jreland for sport. He might 
have fished in the: Ganges, but he preferred to 
fish in Connemara. Lastly, he wished to 
join with Serator Yeats in cordially welcom- 
ing thew old friend John Devoy, the exile of 
half a century, from whose heart not even 
the great Continent of America could wipe 
cut the memory of this little spot of earth. 
Always true, always hopeful, never yielding 
to tyranny or despair. he had come back 
to see the old land redeemed, rejuvenated 
and disenthrailed, and he hoped that before 
long the barriers which divided them from a 
small portion. of their  fellow-coyntrymen 
would disappear and evaporate, because there 
was no bhoandary question where sport was 
concerned. 

" After the tug-of-war,”’ said the Governor- 
General, in conclusion, ‘‘ let us have the tug 
oí peace—japplause)—and let us hope that 
when our eyebrows can bear the sunlight of 
liberty and with the experience that we are 
ga.sning by it, a!l-of us will join in celebrating 
a united Ireland.” (Applause.) 


THE DIRECTOR. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, Director of the. Games. 
woo was loualy cheered, responded. He said 
that thoughts which had during the last year 
or two been running in the minds of many 
men and women associated with the revival of 
Aonach Tailteann had also been running, he 
was sure, in the minds of millions of their 
people not oniy at home but in foreign parts. 
Those thoughts were thoughts that after 
centuries the day would come when the Irish 
people, withont distinction of religion or 
mates might unite and revive the glories of 
ygone days. To-day they had witnessed 
that in a mesure, and he felt proud to see 
there visitors from other lands. to whom 
they offered a cead mile failte.. The visitors 
had come to cheer and encourage them, and 
they had done both. (Applause.) He was 
sure that they were satisfied that the people 
of Ireland were capable of one common great 
effort to re-establish this old nation once 
ayain on its feet. This was the first revival 
of the Tailteann Games. Every fourth vear 
henceforth they would have opportunities of 
witnessing spectacles even greater than that 
of that day. That day they had made history, 
and the Irish people of the future tvould 
thank the men and women who had come 
there to share with them in their joy, and 
they would thank those who had sacrificed 
their time and energy in making that 
Tailteann festival Ree (Applause. ) 


GENERAL MULCAHY. 


_ General Mulcahy received an ovation on ris- 
ing to reply. He said that he did not share 
any scrap of the laboir of the Postmaster- 
General, who was entitled to more praise 
than they conld measure out in words. (Ap- 
plause.) Mr. Walsh, in bringing back to 
them the Tailteann Games, had succeeded in 
nailing the flag to the mast,and in doing more 
for Irish history than many hundreds of 
teachers. The assembly in Croke Park that 
day would awaken dreams in the youth of 
Ireiand that would drive them back into the 
wells of history. They were going back to 
the wells of the past, which had been opened 
to them. Onlv six weeks ago Mrs, Stopford 
(Green, the talented. Irish historian, had put a 
labour of five vears into the hands of her pub- 
lishers. which would be the last word for a 
long time in the history of Ireland. 

Commander C. B. Frv said that he saw 
that day the best exhibition of massed gvm- 
nastics by a large party of bovs that he had 
ever seen.

THEATRE ROYAL. 


Yesterday afternoon the Governor-General

-present at the Theatre Royal for the perform- 


ance of Mr. Louis O'Brien s chotal setting of 
Dr. Oliver St. John Gogarty's “ Prize Ode.” 
Mr. Louis O’Brien has produced not only a 
worthy musical environment for the lines—he 
has vitalised their poetic ideas, There is little 
orchestral prelude or interlude, but the slight 
overture is singularly intense and suggestive. 
A clever choice of instruments, whether 

refacing an entry or accompanying a phrase, 
~ refreshing vigour to the whole work, 
Especially was this noticeable in the “ King 
of the South ” (Mr. Joseph O'Mara), where 
the harp and flute and voice give a perfect 
picture of the wording. Mr. O’ Mata’s artistic 
phrasing and fine action made this solo very 
telling. the fimale especially so. Mr. M. 
Gallagher—‘* The King of the West ” was his 
better work—in King Luighaid’s great song, 
fine as were the changes in '“ colour, the 
opening hardly held the dash its martial brass 
introduction forecasted. . 

Mr. Louis O’Brien conducted and ob- 
tained from the massed choir not only a 
splendid volume of tone when fortissimo, but 
many exquisite nuances of the softest and 
lightest shading.

He 
could discover very little difference between 
this Government and other Governments on 
important points, except that they had more 
tail, and he could say, with his hand on his 
heart, that they had more excuses.

The tenth anniversary of the outbreak of 
war is being celebrated throughout Germany

A Grantpatcation was held outside the Reich- 
stage which was attended by President Ebert 
and all the members of the Cabinet. 

The President addressed an enormous crowd 
from the steps of the Reichstag. He paid a 
tribute to the German dead and their heroic 
déeds, and declared that Germany resorted 
to atms ten years ago solely in defence of the 
Fatherland. 

“We swear tó-day.' the President said, 
“ that we will do all in our power that Ger- 
many may again resuthe the place among the 
nations which is due to her. t us swear 
to build in memory of our dead and our sacri- 
fices a memorial more permanent than iron— 
a free Germany.” 

After the President's speech military bands 
played Chopin's Funerai March, and at noon 
& two-minutes’ silence was observed, 
during which all local trains, trams, 
‘buses. and other vehicles stopped. 
The flags at half-mast were then hoisted to 
the tops of the poles, and the crowds 
dispersed to the strains of ‘ Deutschland

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WAR-OF-REVENGE ADDRESSES 


TO SOLDIERS. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE 
From Oor Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

While the German Republic is trying to 
make the tenth anniversary of the world. 
war declaration a solemn day of mourning 
for the fallen millions, the big Junker Bloc, 
the Kaisertrue Reactionary Monarchists, are 
holding war-of-revenge meetings and issuing 
statements cheering the ex-Kaiser and the 
spirit of 1914, 

Like the Bourbons, who have never learnt 
to f t anything, the ex-Crown Prince, 
Ludendorff, Hindenburg, Von Kiuck, and 
other once victorious Generals, the majority 
of whom, after defeat, remained the chiefs of 
what remains of militarism to-day; are 
addressing the various regiments in the same 
tone as they did ten years ago. The ex- 
Crown Prince, in a statement he has issued, 
in amaddressto the Fifth Army, says :—‘' The 
memory of our fallea and  war-wounded 
comrades should be a lasting werning to us 
to harness all our forces to lead our beloved 
Fatherland again from the depths to the 
heights. 

Hindenburg writes :—' May the spirit of 
1914 be renewed and become a common 
treasure of all 
be our revival. 

Ladendorff, in his address to the Fusiliers, 
says t=‘ The tenth anniversary of the world 
war returns, also the anniversary of the 
battle of Liege, where the Fusiliers were 
baptised with fire, and, as in the war of 
1870, won new honours. May the members 
of the regiment never forget this, and re- 
main conscious in memory of what they have 
done and of what they still owe to the 
Fatherland.” 

Von Kluck writes :—‘' Comrades our 
once steelhard Army, remember the great- 
ness of our fathers and the heroism of our 
fallen. Remain true, ready to sacrifice for 
the Fatherland, and place the word of 
honour above everything.” 

Mackensen writes :—‘‘ Ten vears ago the 
Kaiser called, and was answered by a united 
devoted people, which won success after 
success, and guarded the German frontiers. 
We old soldiers bear the spirit of that time. 
See to it that this remains alive. in >the 
coming generation. Self-sacrifice and unity— 
and our Fatherland will be free again.”’ 

General von Heeringen, who commanded 
the troops against Russia, and is now Luden- 
dorff's chief Aide, in reviewing the Fascisti 
parades, addressed the semi-military veterans’ 
organisation in the following terms :—‘' Who 
ever saw our German sons fight, cannot lose 
faith in Germany 's fature. We must stand 
together, man to man, as on the front. We 
must remain united; in that way the Father- 
land can be rescued.’’ 
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HARVEST PROSPECTS. 
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A GOOD REPORT. 


Notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
weul..er, farmers in Thomastown and South 
Kilkenny districts are making good progress 
in gathering the hay crop, which is more than 
double that of last year, upland hay in par- 
ticular being an exceptionally heavy crop. 
Owing to the wet weather the turnip and 
mangold crops are very backward, but with 
the advent of warm weather will improve. 
For the same reason potatoes are rather wet 
and unpalatablé, and where the crop has not 
been sprayed the blight has set in. 

Wheat, barley and oat crops are most pro- 
mising, and the yield, in the opinion of many 
farmers, will surpass that of many years past. 

Granted favourable weather, the harvest 
will be a bountiful one for farmers, and will 
help to make good the losses sustained during 
late years. 


IRISH INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOLS. 


INSPECTOR’S FAVOURABLE 
REPORT. 


The report of the Inspector of Reforma. 
tory and {Industrial Schools for 1923, wh.ich 
has been issued, records a great increase in 
the number of children committed to the in- 
stitutions. In the four reformatory schoo!s. 
at the end of the year, there were 114 
children. The number of industrial schools 
is 52. with 4,895 inmates. The problem of 
making their receipts suffice for the neces- 
sary expenditure that has to be incurred has 
been for several vears past a very Serious cne 
for a large number of the managers of the 
schools. The two contributing causes to the 
financial difficulties of the schools are that the 
Capitation Grants that they receive are not 
enough, and that their revenues have de- 
creased. The inspector reports favourably on 
the administration in the institutions. 

of the most interesting sections of the 
report is that dealing with the health of the 
children, The number of deaths during the 
year was 34. 14 of them being due to pul- 
monary tuberculosis. If thia disease, the re- 
rt commented. could exact such a heavy 
bol amongst children in industrial schools. 
where all the essentials and routine for the 
healthy up-bringing of the young were to be 
found, it «was reasonable to suppose that 
mahy more children now in the schools would 
have been victims of the disease had thev 
been allowed to remain and grow up ill: 
nourished in unheelthy surroundings.

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TRISH LABOUR'S 
REVIEW. 
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BFEORTS TO MAINTAIN 
WAR-TIME WAGES. 


- 


The annual Congress oí the Irish Labour 
Party and Trade Union organisations opens 
to-day in Cork, and will continue until 
Thursday. 
The report of the National Executive Com- 
mittee covers « variety of subjects, includ- 
ing a chapter on the industrial situation and 
unemployment. It recalls that at the open- 
ing: of the present Dail the Government's 
we An announced that '“ high prices, 
igh profits, and high wages can no Íonger 
be sustained by.a country whose economic 
life has agriculture as its base and founda- 
tion,” 
Realising that there would inevijably be a 
movement to reduce wages, and in the hope 
of securing a more general realisation of the 
influence of wages on tlie prosperity of the 
whole community, members of the National 
Executive and of the Labour Party in the 
Oireachtas had conversations with the 
President and other Ministers early this 
year, but there was no useful outcome. 
Every possible opportunity. had been taken 
by the Labour Party in the Dail to expose, 
criticise and oppose the policy of the Go- 
vernment in regard to the reductioen of 
wages. 


IRISH LABOUR BETTER PAID. 


Since the slump in wages in Great Britain 
in 1921, it had been the policy of the 
National Executive and -* the Trade Unions 
to maintain, s> far as circumstances per- 
mitted, the wage rates secured during the 
boom period of previous years. “ Notwith- 
standing the fact that our tactics have en- 
abled the Irish worker ‘> retain, in spite of 
serious agricultural and industrial depres 
sion, internal warfare and rac sá om 
employment, a standard of life that, viewed 
from any angle, is an appreciable improve. 
ment on his pre-war standard, and is, in 
fact, superior to the present standard of his 
comrades in the Ar” "á countries, com 
plaints are Joud that the National Executive 
and Trade Union Executives have not been 
aggressively militant enough; that they have 
not continued to press for further advances: 
that they have not struck against every 
decrease in wage rates, no matter how 
small.” 

BURDEN OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

“So far as the National Executive is con 
cerned, 1t Is not its function to direct the 
trade unions as to what rates of pay they 
should accept or reject; but it is charged 
against us that we ought to have ‘given a 
lead * to the unions and urged them to fight 
rather than confer. 

“ Because we have generally approved of 
the policy pursued by the unions in this 
matter and ín justfication of the policy they 
have adopted, we point to the fact that the 
fali in wages, taken all round, has not been 
as great as the fall in retail prices; that, 
reckoned in terms of food and other neces. 
Ssaries, the workers’ weekly wage, even after 
such deductions as have occurred, is more 
valuable to-day than in the boom years when 
advances were easily obtained but when prices 
rose even more rapidly. 

‘‘ It is not so much the drop in wage rates, 
as the difficulty for so many thousands of 
workers to find regular employment that is 
to-day pressing so severely on the masses of 
trade unionists. Indeed, until we see a 
definite plan to place the thousands of un- 
employed wage-earners in productive employ- 
ment, we are disposed to think that no im- 
provement in wage rates, even were Such an 
improvement now in sight, would appreciably 
alleviate the present hardship that is press. 
ing on the working people. '' 


STATE EXPENDITURE. 

After reviewing the present economic 
situation of the country, and allowing that, 
for the past two years agriculture, the 
staple industry of the country, has been 
unprofitable, considered as a commercial! 
uedertaking, the report says that 
the burden of State expenditure, much 
of it wasteful, having risen. from about 
thirteen million pounds for all Ireland in 1913 
to something very near seventy million pounds 
for all Ireland in 1923, is out of all proportion 
‘to “the  totality*.of the anuually ‘produced 
national wealth: and the number of non- 
productive workers—that is to say, those en- 
gaged in transport, distribution, and clerical 
Ocet pations—is excessive, and constitutes a 
serious burden on the annually-produced 
wealth of the country. 


INDUSTRIAL POLICY USELESS. 
It is felt that the condition of the workers 
in the mass would not, at this moment, be 
improved, but, on the contrary, would be 
materially worsened by an industrial policy 
on the part of the movement that did not 
take these factora into account. 

Labour policy in Iteland rt juncture 
sheuld be to consolidate the position won 
during the war period; to use the political 
power of the workers to promote employment 
and lessen poverty; to prevent either adminis 
trative or legislative retrogression: and to 
demand measures, both ddministrative and 
legislative, of such a character as will bring 
about a true revolutionars change the 
revolution of a bravado, but a cenuine 
change in the social and economic outlook—a 
reconstruction of the social order in which 
all who labour. urban and rural, artisan dnd 


farmer, will participate, and by which all wil! 
benefit. .

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A MUSICAL TRIUMPH. 
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MR. JOHN McCORMACK’S 
RECITAL. 

The Theatre Royal was booked out for Mr. 
John McCormack 's recital some days ago; yet 
another theatre-full had to be turned away at 
the hour of the recital last night. At a few 
minutes past eight the theatre was closed, 
and Mr. Deering’s mastetly performance of 
the stupendous Bach-Liszt ‘‘ Prelude and 
Fugue in A minor ” opened the programme to 
a full and attentive audience. 

Mr. McCormack has never been in better 
voice, and he gave encores until his pro- 
cramme was mor than doubled, the lovely 
quality of tone remaining unimpaired—the 
artistic vision of each song as individual and 
perfect as his first. 

“0 Sleep! why dos: leave me?” 
(Handel) and “ Let us remain here in quiet” 
(Bach). These in their old-world florid orna- 
ment were gems of smoothness and flexibility 
of voice. In César Franck’s ' La Procession, ° 
to a magnificent piano accompaniment, Mr. 
McCormack achieved an indescribably effec- 
tive exaltation. Apart from their suggestive 
sense. the purity of his '“ head ”" notes was a 
delight to the ear. In quick attack, in flowing 
tone current, in fading diminuendo, in what- 
ever register, his notes were pure, pleasing 
and untorced. In a tenor this is as welcome 
as it is rare. And what a world of meaning 
ean Mr. McCormack pack’ into a phrase—nay, 
a word! 

Hamilton Haity s ‘ By the Bivouac’s Fitful 
Flame,” with its constant semi-tone drops, 
was rich in beautifal voice-inflexions, while 
the same composer's ' 0 men fiom the fields”’ 
subtly conveyed all the poignancy of the poem. 
Mr. McCormack sang ‘‘Kathleen Mavourneen’’ 
‘by general reguest, which his treatment 
of the simple lyme more than justified. ‘ The 
Meeting of the Waters,’ considerately sung 
with his baex to the regular audience for the 
benefit of a rowded stage '“ overflow,’ 
aroused much é¢nthusiasm. ‘The “ Ballynure 
Ballad,” '“The Short Cut to the Rosses,’’ 
“The Fairy Story by the Fire,” with their 
whimsical and humour, also were 
rapturously received They became quite 
other than we usually hear them, as also Dr. 
Larchet’s fine arrangement of “ The Bard 
of Armagh and a maguetic treatment of 
‘Mother o. Mine.” A beautiful little song 
by the accompanist—one of the best of the 
day— '' Thine eyes still shined”’ (Edwin 
Schneider), received an interpretation that one 
felt had a measure of the singer's grateful 
appreciation and understanding of Mr. 
Schneider's unfailing support. 

Mr. Deering s work in the concert was a 
piano recital in misiature. He was wonder- 
fully effective in the romantic, Schubert and 
Brahms. And his symmetrical rhythmic 
curves of an early piece were all the finer, 
contrasted with the stumbling and mis- 
shapen rhythm that gave the whole idea of 
'" Polichinelle."’ Noel,” with the quaint 
carol and bells, was wonderfully apt, too, in 
phrasing. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, in a few words acknowledged 
from the stage his gratitude and that of the 
Musical Committee to Mr. McCormack for 
appearing at the festival.
